CHAPTER XXII. 

In 17i30 tbc Si Francis Indians, 
made an attack on tLc lower settle¬ 
ments in Maine. 

“ Boldly resisted, or foiled in their 
assault*, says, Williamson, they with¬ 
drew ; currying away with them, be- 
tween 20 and 30 prisoner*. In pass¬ 
ing through New Gloucester, they met 
■Joseph Taylor and Mr. Farewell, near 
Sea body l'und, whom they seized, and 
proceeded with them through tbe 
woods, towards the sources of the 
Little Androscoggin iu the northerly 
nart of the prescut town of Faria. 
Discovering a ncur track, they pursued 
it to Ihe height of land, whero they 
found the camps of twohriMcrs, Pnow 
and Butterfield. At the moment of 
discovery, the Indian file leader, hood¬ 
ed with a large hawk-skin, retaining 
its feathers, and hanging down upon 
his shoulders, raised a hideous yell, 
and qnickcued his pace. Snow, Laving 
been a captive in a former war, and 
conceiving a great antipathy to the 
Indians and their manner of living, 
determined to sacrifice his life, rather 
than Le again their prisoner. When 
he heard the shout, he was in n sitting 
posture, pecking the flint of his gnn, 
which was at the tiinc loaded with 
only a psrtridge-charge. Deliberately 
rising on his feet, and taking good 
aim, he brought the foremost Indian 
to the ground, only a few feet distant, 
lie was their Chief. This so infuriated 
his companions, that tb?y instantly 
fire I upon him a volley, which pierced 
his body through with several bullets. 
To satiate their rage, they then cat 
and mangled it till tired ; leaving it 
above ground and forbidding Butter 
ficid, and the other prisoners, to bury, 
or touch it. The body of their chief i 
they earried into a bog where Moose- \ 
Fond empties into Little Andros- 
coggin ; and after breaking the turf 
and forming as aperture, they crushed 
it deep into the mire, and departed ; 
ntteriDg expressions of intermingled 
grief, and respect. At Umbagog 
Lake, they fell in company with an¬ 
other partyof Indian plunderers, where 
all of them joined in something like 
funeral solemnities, commemoration 
of their Sagamore’s death ; then 
wiping the tearful eye, rehearsed to 
each other their adventures and feats, 
with the same God cheer, as if nothing 
melancholy had happened. T*yl*r, 
was with them five years, baearae 
acquainted with both the Frenflh and 
Indian languages, and was afterwards 
instructor of Indian youth at Dart¬ 
mouth'College. Mr. Taylor lived in 
Claremont N. H. His oldest daughter 
was the wife of Col. E. Rawaon ol 
Paris, Mu.”

wall—waa in all probability this same 
John Wadley dressed in the prisoner's 
clothes. If space would permit, we 
should bo very glad to give a few ex¬ 
tracts from the able and thrilling plea 
of tbe prisoner's counsel. We can¬ 
not do so however without extending 
our report of the trial to an unreason¬ 
able length. 

The first witness for thee dfensc 
was the village shoemaker. rvho testi¬ 
fied than be had examined the bloody 
tracks leading out of the room of the 
deceased into that of the prisoner, 
aod fitted boots into them, at,J found 
that the individual wLu made tLcm 
must have worn “S/jcm." llcithcoatc's 
boots however, Lo testified were all 
“ elereits." 

Tbe next witucsswas Squire Hub¬ 
erts servant girl, who testified that 
the morning after tho murder, she 
found the bark window open which 
the night before fihe bad fastened 
down. She also testified that a few 
weeks before the murder, Wad ley— 
(Squire Roberts sou ia law]—Lad 
asked her covertly wberc her master 
kept Lis private papers. It should be 
remembered here tLat the wife of 
Wad ley was Squire Roberts daughter, 
and although he bad made a will 
disinheriting her, yet if that will could 
be■destroyed, she would be )ui sole 
heir, and thus the whole of bia im¬ 
mense estate would come into the 
hands of Wadlej. The Servant girl 
.also testified tLat the morning after 
the murder, she found the place in 
which Mr Roberts kept his private 
japers broken open, and tho paper- 
pulled over and many of them opened. 

The next witness was a Jeweller, 
from a neighboring city, who testified 
that a few days previous to the mur¬ 
der a man had called at bis store 
and purchased a.dirk knifo. lie said 
that lie should identify tLc man that 
bought it if be should see bliu. Wad- 
ley was then brought forward in com¬ 
pany with a number of otLcr individ¬ 
uals and he jointed out Wttdlcv, as 
the man. lie was then asked it he 
carved any name upon the knife. lie 
ea:d that he did—that be was ordered 
to carre the name of Hcathcoate upon 
J t. He said that Lis knives were 
were peculiarly constructed and that 
Le could identify them any where that 
be saw them. The knife found in tLe 
prisoners room being shown him, he 
said that was the knife which Wadlev 
bought. 

Another witness testified that there 
was a sLower about !■> o'clock the 
nigbt of the murder—and that un go¬ 
ing npon the grounds of tbe deceased 
the next morning, be eaw tbe track* 
of a wagon leading from the bouse, 
which must have been made after tbe 
shower. 

Tbe Defense next brought upon tbe 
stand a miserable inebriate, on seeing 
whom, Wadley who bad been in tbe 
court room thoagbout the trial, bound¬ 
ed from hij seat end mabed toward 
the door. He was however Mixed by 
the excited crowd and it waa well fur 
his persons! safely that the officers 
took him in their poaeiaian. Tbe 
witness then proceeded to testify that
